DAWSON RAILWAY. 

Mr. McLean Tells What it is Proposed 
to do. 

Vancouver, Nov. 14. — (Special.)— Mr. 
Norman McLean, one of the original 
promoters of the projected ralhvay from 
Dawson to tho mines, stated to tho Colo- 
nist correspondent this morning that 
preparations would be made all winter 
to enable them to commence the con- 
struction of the line in tho spring. The 
road would have beer, built two years 
ngo immediately after it had "been sur- 
veyed.- but trouble was experienced in 
securing tho right-of-way, owing to its 
passing through several mining proper- 
ties.

Number of Men Burled Alive in 
West Virginia Col- 
Hery. 



Several Bodies Recovered-Many 
Rescuers Injured By an 
Explosion. 



Bluelield, W. Va., Nov. 14.— Five dead 
bodies have been taken from the Baby 
mine at the Pocahontas. Other persons 
are unaccounted for nnd 25 persons have 
been rescued more or less severely burn- 
ed. 

At 3 o'clock this morning it was dis- 
covered that the Baby mine of the Po- 
cahontas Colliery company at Pocahon- 
tas was on lire; an alarm -was sent in 
and the fire company responded prompt- 
13". In a very short time after the lire 
lighters had reached the mouth of the 
mine and "were attempting to extinguish 
the Uames, some firemen ami others hav- 
ing rushed inside of the mine to ascer- 
tain the extent of the trouble and to as- 
sist the miners entombed therein, a ter- 
rific explosion occurred, and many miners 
and their friends were more or less in- 
jured. It is supposed that the mines 
caught tire from a defective electric 
light wire. 

Five bodies had been recovered up to 
G o'clock tonight, and it is uncertain bow- 
many more are dead, though it is now 
■known that there are several, perhaps 
8 or 10 men, still in the mine unless they 
succeeded in making their escape through 
the Tugg river entrance. 

Twenty-live persons have been rescued, 
all more or less burned, some seriously, 
and perhaps fatally. The injured were 
carried to their homes in wagons, and 
all the physicians in Pocahontas have 
been busy all day attending the injured. 

One or two other explosions have fol- 
lowed that of the early morning, and 
others are hourly expected. The mine 
is still burning and clouds of smoke are 
constantly issuing from its mouth. Its 
fan has now 'been slopped, and as soon 
as it is possible to do so, the mine will 
be re-entered with the hope of ex- 
tinguishing tlie lire.

But Needing National

Lord Rosebery Introduces Some 
Novel Ideas In Speech 
at Edinburgh. 



Anxious to See Men Like Car- 
negie and Lipton Running 
Country. 



London, Nov. 14. — Lord Rosebery, 
speaking tonight in Hdiulburgh, fcaid 
ho did not intend again to try to secure 
a reform of the House of Lords, as this 
was not a task for an individual, "but 
one needing a national impulse. 

"I would like to see," he continued, 
"an experiment for a year of a govern- 
ment formed entirely of business men 
such for example as Mr. Carnegie and 
Sir Thomas Lipton, instead of politi- 
cians." 

"I •would ask you," aro wo getting our 
money's worth for the money spent? 
We aro beginning to learn a lesson that 
great measures must in future be car- 
ried moro by the harmony of contend- 
ing parties or by the agreement of the 
belligerent politicians than by tho ovor- 
powering ascendency of any ono fac- 
tion iu the country." 

Continuing tho speaker said ho blam- 
ed no party and blamed no government, 
but saw around him questions demand- 
ing solution, and a general apathy and 
unpotency to deal with them. Political' 
parties, he said, muvc on occasions bo 
willing to sink their differences and for- 
get who was in power and who would 
get credit for tho carrying out of mea- 
sures if they wish those measures to bo 
carried out.

A meeting of residents of Victoria 
West was held last night in Scrapie's 
hall to confer with Mr. A. h\ Goward, 
local manager of tho British Columbia 
lOlectric Railway company, on a pro- 
posal to construct a loop lino connect- 
ing, witli the present system, by way 
of Craigllower road to the Gorge and 
t'lience via the Uorge road to Douglas 
street. 

There was a largo attendance of a 
thoroughly representative character, and 
all present seemed animated with a de- 
sire to further tho project by every 
means iu their power. 

The announcement that the company 
would look for a guarantee of $30,000 
before undertaking the construction of 
the loop, rather staggered the meeting 
hut when it was shown that that was 
only a tentative proposition, subject to 
reconsideration, the audience breathed 
more freely, and proceeded to draft ah 
agreement, which it is hoped will meet 
the approval of the company. 

Alderman Heckwith was unanimously 
voted to the chair. 

In opening the meeting the chairman 
said that although ho was acquainted in 
a general way with the object of the 
gathering he felt rather at a loss as to 
the proper mode of procedure. He saw 
Mr. Goward in the audience, and pre- 
sumed he would be prepared to make a 
statement. 

Mr. S. H. Matson understood tho 
meeting was called for the purpose of 
discussing ways and means by which the 
Street Railway company could ho in- 
duced to furnish a Kervice to the dis- 
trict traversed by the Craigllower and 
Gorgo roads. The property owners and 
residents along the proposed extension 
were willing to contribute a fair amount 
of bonus and the meeting would like to 
hear from Mr. Goward what aid hll 
company would expect and 'what tin 
company would be willing to do in pro- 
viding the required service. 

Mr. Goward advanced to the plat- 
form, at the invitation of the chairman, 
and was received with hearty applause 
Ho said for two years past there had 
been many and frequent requests from 
property owners along the proposed ex- 
tension of the company's lines for a loop 
which would serve the Gorge and 
Craigllower roads. Ho had submitted 
the proposal to the general manager of 
the company when that gentleman was 
in Victoria, recently, and naked 'bun to 
givo it his serious consideration. Mr. 
Horue-Ravne had written him on tho 
subject, and, with the permission of the 
meeting he would read the following 
extract from his letter. Mr. Iloruo- 
Payne wrote: 

"VVith regard to your request for tm 
provements here (Victoria) I have to 
draw your attention to the fact that in 
installing your splendid hydraulic and 
transmission plant your branch has been 
treated with special favor. Moreover, 
the new car burn here and the three new 
coaches for the Bsqithnalt service rep- 
resent a considerable, further capital 
ontlay. . , , 

"I regret that I am unable to recorn 
mend to the board, at present, the con- 
struction of the Gorge road extension, 
to which you have drawn our attention. 
Our engineers hare supplied us with a 
detailed estimate of the capital expendi- 
ture which would be involved by the 
Gorgo road extension, which I append. 
Of this latter tho total expenditure 
amounts to $54,040, Including two new 
cars, to which must be added $3,500 for 
tlie cost of the public park and pleasure 
ground, and the improvements on same, 
without which the rn ite would not 'pay 
in any shape or form; the total cost, 
therefore, of the proposed work, would 
amount to say $00,000. 

I have been pressed by -many people. 
here whom I would be only too glad 
to please, to build this extension, and 1 
feel with you that it is a popular de- 
mand. I wish to oblige these people in 
everv possible way, and it is my wish 
lo do everything in my power to gratify 
the public of Victoria with our service, 
and therefore if 1 could see my way to 
the operation of this line without actual 
loss 1 would recommend it to the board 
rt directors, hoping that the future 
growth of the city would justify the 
outlay. 

"The annual cost of this road f.vould 
be not less than $4,000, arrived at as 
follows: „ 
Interest on money, 5 per cent.. .V5,000 
Depreciation, not less than 7f>() 

"Therefore, to pay, we must show a 
net profit of not less than $4,000. This 
appears to be quite out of the range of 
politics. If. however, the large owners 
of unoccupied land, or anyone else, 
would be willing to bear pne-Jiaif of the 
cost of construction. I would endeavor 
to induce my board to strain p. point, 
in deference to the public wish, and I 
would recommend them to accept this 
half either in cash, or land tiken at a 
fair present market value."' 

IMr. Goward explained that the pro- 
posed extension would bo about five 
miles long, and would require for nn 
adequate service at least three cars, 
running IS hours a day. The cost of 
construction, including the purchase of 
ground ;:t Ihe head of Victoria arm and 
converting same into a pleasure resort, 
would, as had been stated, cost in 
round figures $00,000. The operating ex- 
panses of the lin" be had figured out, 
would amount to $13,200 yearly, or $30. 
lit) per day, requiring the patronage of 
905 passengers per day to cover actual 
expenses. He was personally very much 
in favor of the Improvement if he could 
see how the company could be protected 
from loss, but he regretted that lie could 
not hope for the necessary patronage un- 
less there should be a rapid increase in 
population. Certainly he could see no 
immediate chance of the company's 're- 
imbursement of the outlay or the earn- 
ing of operating expenses. He would 
hi; very agreeably surprised if the line 
were, not operated nt a loss for some 
time, providing it were built and operat- 
ed. Ho was anxious to meet the wishes 
of the people of Victoria West and the 
Gorge road, and would be glad to sub- 
mit any proposal which they might hi 
prepared to offer to the management of 
tile company. Mr. Spink had visited a 
number of property owners with the ob- 
ject of ascertaining how much they 
would bo willing to subscribe toward 
aiding the line. lie understood that Mi 
Spink 'had met with considerable suc- 
cess. 

Mr. Spink was requested to state the 
result of his eunvns. He said he had 
been promised, up to date, $3,800 iu 
cash, from 18 subscribers, mostly resi- 
dents of the Gorge road. Some of these 
had promised to double their subscrip- 
tions if necessary in order to secure tlic 
service. 

iMr. D. R. Ker suggested that property 
owners and others present might open 
a subscription list and put down what 
sums they felt themselves disposed to 
pay . in the. way of bonus. 

Mr. Matson asked Mr, Goward ho-w 
soon tho road could be built, what was 
the proposed route, the amount of bonus 
which the company expected, and when 
pavable.. He did not believe the pro- 
posal to raise $30,000 Wl"> feasible, jt 
was out of th" question. He considered 
it useless to discuss such a figure. If 
the company said $10,000 or even $15.- 
000 there would be some object in tak- 
ing steps to .meet the proposal.

meeting, setting out the terms of pay- 
ment of the proposed bonus. 

Air. Goward felt sure that the com- 
pany would be willing to meet the prop- 
erty owners in a fair, liberal spirit, and 
he considered Mr. Mutson's suggestion 
an excellent ope. 

Tlu> chairman suggested that the 
meeting appoint a committee to draw 
up a proposition and submit it to the 
company so as to bring the question to 
an issue. Mr. Coward took altogether 
too conservative a view of the probable 
profits of the line. If »he loop were in 

operation he felt sure it would be a v 

liberally patronized, not only by resi- 
dents, but by visitors to the city, nnd 
by thousands'of citizens who would take 
advantage of it as a pleasure drive. 'Hie 
proposed feature of a pleasure resort 
nt the Gorge was one of the most favor- 
able to the success of the line. The 
only drawback to Victoria's numerous 
and beautiful summer resorts fronting 
the sea const was Hie fact of tlie chill 
liar, even on a midsummer evening. The 
proposed Gorge park would be free from 
this objection, sheltered as it was on 
all sides, and all would agree with him 
that no more charming spot to spend 
a pleasant summer evening was t> be 
found on the face of the- earth. (Ap- 
plause.) If tiie loop line were in opera- 
tion the' Gorge would be the scene of 
hundreds of picnic parties by day and 
tho evenings would witness thousands 
of tired citizens enjoying the quiet and 
beauty of its scenery. Another, and 
most important of considerations in 
connection with tho project, was tho in- 
crease iu the value of renl estate, which 
it would be sure to create, lie bud no 
doubt whatever that property values 
would increase four-fold within a year 
after the line was built, and that the 
company would find it one of the most 
profitalhlo sections of their system. 
(Applause). 

Mr. Jenkinson suggested' that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to canvas 
among the smaller property ownors, so 
that they might have an opportunity to 
subscribe. He was confident that many 
householders would gladly subscribe 
from $5 to $25 to forward tlie scheme if 
they were called upon; 

It was decided that Messrs. Matson, 
Brown and Spink be asked to draft a 
form of agreement between the com- 
pany, and the subscribers, which they 
did. as follows: 

We, tlie undersigned ratepayers of tho 
city of Victoria, agree to pay to the B. 
C. » Electric Tramway company the 
amount set opposite" our names, 
under the following expressed con- 
ditions, viz.: That the above 
company construct, operate and agree 
to continue to operate a properly 
equipped train service from the corner 
of Government and Yates street by way 
of the Craigllower road to a point known 
us the (Jorge and return by the way of 
tho Gorge road to t^u> point of com- 
mencement, and vice versa; that the fare 
shall n</t exceed live cents from any 
point in the city to the Gorge; that not 
less than a half-hourly service shall be 
maintained throughout the year; pay- 
ments shall be made in quarterly instal- 
ments: the first payment when the rails 
for tlie new line are shipped, the second 
when the road is graded, the third when 
the road is completed, and the final pay- 
ment 150 days after the road has been, in- 
operation; road to be completed within 
12 months from this date. 

Victoria, November 1-1, .1001. 

The agreement was" unanimously ap- 
proved by tlie meeting. 

Mr. Goward considered the proposition 
reasonable and asked leave to submit it 
for approval to the management. 

Mr. Mitchell suggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee to prosecute the 
canvas for subscriptions' while the com- 
pany was considering the proposition, 
so that no time might be lost in begin- 
ning tlie work. 

A subscription list was then opened, 
and the chairman invited those present 
to come forward and sign for such 
amounts as they fell like contributing. 
The result- - was $1,1 co dollars in sums 
ranging from $5 to $100. 

The committee suggested by Mr. 
Mitchell was then named as follows: 
Messrs. Jenkinson, Redding. , Painter,. 
Ramsey and Gold, with power to add to 
their number. 

It was agreed that a subscription list 
should be opened at Reading's store for 
the convenience of those in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The chairman remarked, ns n proof of 
tlie unanimity and enthusiasm of the 
meeting, that it was one of the first in- 
stances in his experience when not onn 
of those nominated to the cominittco 
had demurred or asked to be excused. 

•Messrs. Kerr, Seabrook and Mitchell 
wore appointed a committee to inter- 
view property owners on the Gorge 
road and vicinity. 

Just before adjournment the amount 
subscribed ($1,175) was announced by 
the chairman amid npplnuse, Aid. 
Beckwith r»mnrketl that it was a pity 
tho round $1,200 had not been reached, 
and, although he was not a resident of 
Viotoria West, he tOOK such a deep in- 
terest in the scheme and' was so desir- 
ous of seeing it carried out, in the inter 
ests of the city nt large, that he would 
supply the deficiency by subscribing $2o, 
which he did amid the cheers of t host 
present. 

A bounty vote of thanks was tOllderet] 
to the chairman and the meeting ad- 
journed.

Steamer City of Xayeka arrived bora 
.yesterday to enter .tlic dry dock, where 
the repairs made necessary by the liner's 
collision with an iceberg in Taku arm 
on November 2 will bo made. The work 
of repairing the cruiser Phaeton is ubout 
coinplote and the Pacific Coast steamer 
is to follow h~v into the dry dock, 
where she will be surveyed ami the ex- 
tent- of the damages caused by her con- 
tact with the ice will be made known, 
and tenders called for the repair work. 
The cost of repairs is expected to lie in 
the neighborhood of $15,000, for a num. 
ber of plates have been .damaged, neces- 
sitating their being removed and replaced, 
others need straightening and some new 
.frames will be needed. .Mr. Miller, su- 
perintendent Of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company, and Mr. Lacy, the chief 
engineer of the steamship company, were 
passengers on the steamer City of To- 
peka when she came over to the outer 
.wharf yesterday afternoon, and thence 
proceeded to Esquimau, where she will 
enter the dock. 

According .to officers of the steamer, 
there was quite a panic when she struck 
the ice, for the Islander disaster was 
fresh in the minds of those on board. It 
was a dark night ,and a blinding- snow- j 
storm raged. Without warning there i 
was a tremendous shock, and there was 
much confusion among the startled pas- 1 
sengers. The engines were at once re- 1 
versed and the officers went among the I 
passengers and assured them that there 
■was no danger of the ship foundering. ! 
A number rushed to the boats and the! 
crew had ;to ; press them "back, while j 
numbers secured life preservers and xe- ■ 
mained on deck. Slings wore trussed 
aud men lowered over the .bows, wliile 
others went below to see if the vessel j 
was making water. Little .water was 
found entering the hold, but those lo\v- 
.ered over .the bow found that a big hole- 
had been cut in the vessel's bow near 
the watorline, and they saw nearby the 
big ice iloe with which the steamer had 
collided. Capt. Olst-ii then decided to 
beach the steamer on Douglas island, 
which was done, and nftor the passen- 
gers had been transferred .to .the Sena- 
tor, the steamer steamed "to Juneau, 
where, after a survey was held, it was 
decided to steam down to Seattle with- 
out passengers. From Seattle the steam- 
er came to Esquimau for repairs. 

With the coming of the steamer City 
of Topoka there will be no small amount 
of work for local •shipwrights and iron 
workers. On the Jisiiuimalt marine 
ways the steamer Hating is being repair- 
ed, and some weeks. will elapse before 
the repairs, .being executed at a cost 
of $22,000, are complete on her. On 
the Upper harbor ways the schooner ileet 
are one by one to be overhauled, and .tho 
steamer Danube is to have an overhaul. 
The barks Hawaii and E. K. AVood had 
to be sent to Vancouver for repairs, ow- 
ing to the inability to have them hauled 
out without delay at this .port hecause 
of the number of vessels now on the 
cradles «f the local yards.

FREIGHTS LOWER. ' 

R. 1'. Rithet's Circular Tells of the Drop 
in Freight Rates. 

The monthly freight and shipping re- 
port of R. P. Rithet & company says: 
"The decline in grain freights, mention- 
ed in our last, has been followed by a 
further reduction, recent charters hav- 
ing been made at 33s. Od. for San Fran- 
cisco and 35s. for Portland or Paget 
Sound loading. There has been abun- 
dance of tonnage in the market, but tho 
lower rates are, to a certain extent, 
caused by steamers, pntering the grain 



trade. In lumber freights there is a 
fair amount of business doing, and ton- 
nage can be obtained at unchanged rates. 
Sealing catches for the season amount 
to 24,300 skins, against 35.54S in 1000, 
.-ill 35,473 in 1899. The decrease in the 
Behriug *ei catch may, in some measure, 
1" nt'-vibutod to the unwillingness of 
Indians to go out, preferring to give 
i leir t me this season to salmon fishing. 
Several schooners were in consequence

BELLA COOLA. 

The apples which Mr. Clifford, M. P. 
p brought down from Bella Coola ore 
better than pages of matter describing 
the agricultural possibilities of that part 
of the province. But an Uiuy cannot ho 
sent around for every one to see, we may 
add that those shown to the Colonist 
were splendid specimens of the Graven 
stein, large, linn, well-colored and high- 
ly flavored. There will be a inarkot iu 
this province and the Yukon for all the 
applet of this kind that can possibly bo 
grown in Bella Coola,"evcn if the wholi 
SO,000 acres that Mr. Clifford describes 
as magnificent agricultural land is plant- 
ed to fruit. What we wish to puk 
particularly about this morning is the 
fact that such a great area of excellent 
land is to be found in that pnrt of Brit- 
ish Columbia. A lew comparisons may 
be of value. Annapolis county, Nova 
Scotia, is the place in Csuid.U where 
the ■Gravenstein apple comis to 
greatest perfection. Annapolis county, 
when it had a population of 18,121 peo- 
ple, had 50,741 acres under crop. The 
finest fruit growing county in Mow 
Brunswick is Carlet'on, and in the same 
year Cnrleton hail 10,!):iS people resident 
within her borders and a cultivated area 
of 8(1,072 acres.' flfesc figures will give 
readers some idea of what a district 
containing S0,00() acres of line farming 
land in a favorable climate can sustain 
in the way of population. The Bella 
iCoola valley does not depend upon its 
arable land only for prosperity. Behind 
tlie tillable nrea are wide extents of pas- 
ture, although they may not be very 
near the fanning district. In the moun- 
tains of the neighborhood are* promising 
indications of minerals. In short, this 
section of British Columbia would prob- 
ably, if good means of communication 
were provided, become the seat of a 
thriving population which would nuni- 
iber at least as many people as now live 
in the city of Victoria. It. is hard to get 
people to believe these things, or if they 
arc got to believe them, to take an in- 
terest in them. When 'Col. Baker used 
to speak of Bella Coola in the legiela- 
, ture a few years ago, a broad smile used 
to ripple down the opposition benches, 
and a reflection of it would appear even 
on the government side. That, he ad 
vacated the opening of such pnrts of the 
province was one of our old friend's 
chief political sins. But after peoplo 
have been got to believe what is possible 
in such places, a still more difficult 
question arises, namely, what can be 
done to provide means of communication 
and get settlers. This is a matter which 
ought to be taken up. Possibly the pro- 
vincial government bus a duty to assume 
in this connection, but we are very clear 
that the federal government has. Many 
subsidies are given in other parts of 
lOauada, and it is time for a substantial 
subsidy to bo given to a lino of steamers 
to ply up the coast of the Mainland, call- 
ing nt all ports and providing such fre- 
quent communication that the isolation 
of settlements like Bella Coola will be- 
come a thing of the past. 'If this were 
done, -settlers would soon find their way 
to the ricli valleys of which there ar« 
several between Vancouver and Dixon's 
Entrance. We have such subsidies as 
.f,'!,0S4 to a steamer line in Cape Breton, 
§11,500 to the Dalhousie and Gaspe 



lino, $4,000 to' the Grand Manan line, 
$7,000 to the Halifax, Yarmouth 
and St. John line, §9,000 to 
the Magdalen Islands line, and oth- 
ers. We are not saying a word 
against these appropriations. Doubtless 
they are necessary. We only cite them 
as showing that the Dominion recog- 
nizes the obligation to substantially as- 
sist local steamship lines. If this is the 
case in the older provinces, where popu- 
lation is nearly (stationary, how much 
more necessary ought it not to be on 
this Coast, where the provision of good 
means of communication will lead to 
the settlement of large and valuable 
sections of country? No answer can be 
made out to a case based upon theEe 
considerations, and no argument is need- 
ed to show that the province of British 
'Columbia pays enough into the revenue 
to warrant such a demand. 



AS TO MR. Melt HIDE. 

The Times tolls us that it was a 
great admirer of Mr, .T. €. Brown, but 
for the "apparent absence" of certain 
qualities it was obliged to condemn him. 
We had not expressed any anxiety as to 
how the Times felt towards Mr. Brown, 
but only as to why our contemporary ap- 
plauded Mr. MoBride for his action after 
Mr. Brown's appointment. 'It is quite in- 
telligible that the Times, supporting Mr. 
Brown politically, should have been of- 
fended when that gentleman cast in his 
political allegiance with some other gen- 
tlemen to whom it had boon opposed. 
That is such a very simple proposition 
that it calls for no explanation, font it 
does not explain why Mr. McBride 
chose that occasion for kicking over the 
traces. This has as yet been unexplain- 
ed, ami it never will bo made known.

When the matter 
was hot, the people would have taken 
some interest in it, "but no one cares 
about it now. The Victoria Theatre 
meeting showed this plainly enough. It 
showed that the people are not sufficient- 
ly impressed with Mr. McBride and his 
political gyrations to care two straws 
about them. Our contemporary does 
not care enough about them to attempt 
any defence of them. The fact of the 
business is, that the people of this prov- 
ince cannot be got to think about per- 
sonal politics. They want something 
bettor. Every' man who was at 'Mon- 
day's meeting will admit that. The 
people went there asking for, or expect 
ing, something like political bread, and 
they got the meanest kind of a stone. 
Mr. McBride cannot make an issue out 
of himself,' and the Times knows it, and 
that is why it very wisely declines to 
attempt a justification of his course in 
leaving the government.

The Times thinks that the descendants 
of the original settlers of the United 
States, that is the white settlers, will be 
driven north into Canada by the influx of 
people from South and Eastern Europe. 
There is nothing at all improbable in the 
suggestion.

Mr. A. E. McPhillips wrote a letter 
to the Times on Wednesday, and closed 
it with the following words: 

The time, is now ripe for the establish- 
ment of n party non-political, in the 
sense of federal party line allegiance, 
that will have at heart "the advancement 
and development of the country, "It 
becomes and is necessary fur the politi 
cians to take the people into their con 
fidence, as no party will attach the sup 
port of the mass of, non-political citi- 
zens without expanding its thesis' of 
provincial elliciency into a compvehen 
sivc and definite programme. And 
more, that party "must understand its 
programme, believe in its programme 
he inspired by its programme." Such a 
party, and such a party only, is worthy 
of the votes and the confidence of tin 
people. 

There is an old hymn which tells that 
"While the lamp holds out to burn 
The vilest sinner may return." 
We need not say to our friend that the 
adjective in the quotation is not applied 
to him. Nevertheless it figuratively ex- 
presses his former attitude on the ques 
Hon of federal lines iu provincial politics. 
It is not such ancient history that any 
one can have forgotten it, that Mr. Mc- 
Phillips belabored the 'Colonist with let- 
ters columns long, for daring to say 
two or three yoars ago what be says 
now. It was after that famous' Conser- 
vative Convention in New Westminster, 
when the party-line and servant girl 
planks were formally adopted, anil ivheu 
that embryonic pnrty of which Mr 
Charles Wilson was afterwards elected 
leader was bom. If ever a poor, un- 
offending newspaper caught it at the 
hands of an indignant correspondent, 
the Colonist did at that time at the 
hands of Mr. McPhillips. To employ 
a simile from the prize ring, he reach 
ed for our solar plexus morning after 
morning, but we acted on the old-fash- 
ioiK-tl idea Unit when you know yon are 
right, it is a good thing to stand by your 
guns, and so we came up smiling after 
every round. Later there was a con- 
vention in this city for the nomination 
of candidates for the local legislature, 
and our friend fought the "light of party 
lines with all the energy he possessed 
lie told the members of the convention 
that a Tory he was born, a Tory he 
had lived -and a Tory he would die, or 
words to that effect, and he would not 
tolerate anything but a nomination of 
four straight Conservatives. It becam 
necessary to adjourn the convention to 
discover some way to get over the 
breach. In those days the good people 
who thought as Mr, McPhillips^did; and 
they were neither few nor uninfluential 
wore greatly disturbed over the attitude 
of the Colonist on this question, and a 
strong and determined effort was made 
to punish the individual who was sup- 
posed to be responsible for that attitudi 
We do not say that 'Mr. McPhillips had 
anything to do with this, for while we 
have differed with him on more than one 
question, we lrave always found him 
open and above-board in what he had to 
say. During all this rather keen dis- 
cussion we respected the staunch way 
in which Mr. McPhillips stood up to his 
convictions.- He lias certainly turned 
right about face. He is now advocating 
what the Colonist was declnred An- 
athema for suggesting. The conversion 
is a notable one, and notwithstanding 
the natural pleasure that one experiences 
in seeing his most persistent opponent 
converted over to his side, wo are re- 
minded of the remark of the old Trojan, 
who said he feared the Greeks when 
bearing gifts. Mr. McPhillips is fam- 
iliar with his Homer, and will under- 
stand when we nsk him what is conceal- 
ed in his wooden horse. If lie says there 
is absolutely nothing concealed, and that 
he has seen the unwisdom of his former

Novel Proposition of a tAanl- 
Ltoban— Heat Proof Walls to 
Insure Warmth. 



A Brandon, Manitoba, man is experi- 
menting on a new uystem of building. 
Which, if it proves successful, will bring 
about a revolution in thu building trade 
and .solve the problem of economic 
heating. His theory is that heat fan- 
not pass through a vacuum, and he ex- 
plains his scheme t'hus: "What 1 pro- 
pose to do is to make walls from hollow 
sheet iron sections from which the ah 
hi's as nearly as possible been exhaust- 
ed by a powerful air pump. I urn 
quite well aware that these sections will 
have to be stayed internally in order 
that the plate when completed will be 
able to withstand the weight of the nt- 
mosphero which is something tremen- 
dous. These hollow sections, which I 
call air plates, will then have to be 
soldered together carefully in order thai 
no nir may pass between them. The 
windows will consist of two panes of 
plate glass soldered in n frame and buy- 
ing what approaches a vacuum between 
them. The house will then you see con- 
sist of a complete scries of "air plates" 
and this will be all that is required to 
keep nut the en'.d. However, the plates 
will need protection nnd for this purpose 
a wooden frame on the outside and lath 
and plaster on the inside can be used. 
I believe that a very small amount of 
heat will be able to pass through sneh. 
a structure sn that n small fire oniy will 
bo required to keep it at whatever tem- 
peraturo is desired. The beating ap- 
paratus will be of a special nature, pre- 
fcrrably a small coal oil stove, on ac- 
count of the steady heat obtainable in 
that way. A current of nir will enter 
from outside iby a pipe, pass over the 
heat until it is raised to the desired tem- 
perature. Vo. dilators will provide for 
the exit of the vitiated air. the amount 
let in and out being carefully regulated 
Recording to the number of people ill 
the bouse. T hope in the near future to 
make extensive experiments to prove on 
'a large, as well as a small scale, the 
correctness of my theories."

Hungry Wolves 



Packer on Princess Royal Island 
Had Narrow Escape From 
Savage Beasts. 



Finally Rescued After Three of 
the Animals Had Been 
Shot. 



Messrs. 'Howard C. Walters, J, H. 
Adams and James Findley were return- 
ing passengers by the steamer Danube 
from Princess Royal island, and they 
recount an exciting wolf story in which 
the principal -"figure was Mr. Fiudley's 
backer, says the Vancouver Province. 

The party went north on the Danube 
Hi her last voyage to examine some min- 
ing properties on the island. Wolves are 
.•cry plentiful there and they aro ap- 
parently not at all bashful. The packer, 
.vhose mime is 'Tom Johnson, was en- 
gaged in packing the goods of the party 
inland from Rivers Bight, and had made 
several trips successfully, nnd was about 
to complete the work when ho was at- 
tacked iby wolves of nil varieties nnd 
sizes. Tho wolves on the island nre of 
the large timber species, and they nre 
both grey and black in color. 

The packer hail left the camp to bring 
up some boxes of provisions, and his 
absence being more prolonged than 
usual, 'Mr. Findley decided that some- 
thing had happened, and taking his rifle 
set out down the trail to investigate. 

He finally heard the dismal bowline: 
of a iarge pack of wolves in the distance, 
and it was not long before he came in 
sight of the savage brutes congregated 
around the foot of n small tree along 
the side of the trail. 

No further evidence was necessary to 
inform the relief party that the packer 
had been treed, and accordingly the gun 
was turned loose, and for some time 
pieces of wolf skin obscured the atmos- 
phere. The pack drew off after a while, 
but not before three of their number had 
been killed. 

Then it. was that from out of tho 
spreading boughs of tho tree there ap- 
peared the .form of the packer. He 
related that early in the evening before 
he had been set ' ujion iby the wolves, 
and seeking shelter in the tree had re- 
mained there all night and would prob- 
ably be there still had it not ilieen for 
the fortunate intervention. There is 
now one oacker on Princess Royal is- 
land who absohitcjv refuses to pack 
meats of any description. 

The party of Vancouverites landed on 
the West coast of the island nt Surf in- 
let, and crossed to the eastern side where 
they were picked up. On the night of 
the landing at Surf inlet inky darkness 
prevailed and it was hard to distinguish 
the land, and as a result the Danube 
was iirought to a slop six miles from the 
head of the inlet. nlthough it was 
thought at the time that the head had 
been reached. 

Two boats were lowered from the 
steamer and the mining men and their 
freight set out for the shore. After 
rowing two hours and not reaching land, 
it was decided lo return to the ship. 
The Danube therefore remained iu 
Surf inlet all night, nnd it was not till 
next morning that it was discovered 
that she lay a long distance from the 
headwaters.

£ul meuns of carrying disease, it is here- 
by declared unlawful to spit in tram- 
cars, railway cars, or other public con- 
veyances, or on sidewalks, or on Moors 
and other parts of public buildings. 
TUBERCULOUS MILK. 

15. Inasmuch as tuberculous milk is a 
most fruitful source of consumption, it 
'is hereby declared unlawful for any per- 
son to sell milk unless he has', a cer- 
tificate, of. a date not later than six 
months, from the Provincial Veterinary 
Surgeon, that the cows from which such 
milk comes are free from tuberculosis. 
Such certificate may he demanded by 
any customer, or Medical Health Officer, 
Sanitary Inspector, Secretary of the 
Provincial Board of Health or his de- 
puty. 

16. — Whenever it appears necessary or 
advisable to the Medical Health OMeer 
to have any house, hotel, boarding- 
house, hall, theatre, car, railway car or 
other public conveyances disinfected, he 
may order same to be done and at cue 
expense of the owners. 

IT. Any person who violates any pro- 
vision of these regulations shall be liable, 
upon summary conviction before any 
police or stipendiary magistrate, or be- 
fore any two justices of the pence, for 
every such offence, to a line nt>t ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, with or 
without costs, or to imprisonment, with 
or without bard labor, for a term not 
exceeding six months, or to both tine 
mid imprisonment in the discretion of 
the convicting court.

The board has also passed the fol- 
lowing supplementary regulations re 
smallpox: , . 

To Medical Health Officers ami others 
in charge of the Management of 
Outbreaks of Smallpox: 
Upon discovery of the existence of 
smallpox, or of persons who have been 
exposed to smallpox, act quickly, in-' 
yestigation at once all rumors or re- 
ports of infection. 

The powers given by the "Health net 
ore ample in almost any contingency. 

The duty of the Local Hoard is to net 
promptfly. No time should be wasted 
in an endeavor to obtain the consent 
or approval of the municipal officers, or 
of anvone else. Your municipality, or 
whoever may bo responsible, will be 
obliged to pay all reasonable charges, 
and theimore promptly you act the smal- 
ler the bills will be. 

If any person breaks quarantine, vio- 
lates the provisions of the henith laws, 
or interferes with the work of the duly 
'appointed officers, have him arrested at 
once. If infectious, lie should be held 
until he can be disinfected and brought 
before a magistrate. 

Suspects, or Exposed Persons.— Trace 
out, as speedily as possible, every per- 
son who has been exposed to the infec- 
tion of smallpox. Make a note of the 
date of exposure. When located, vac- 
cinal every such' person as soon as 
possible. Vaccinate; also, all the mem- 
bers of family, and of the household 
in which lie lives. . 

As to the question of quarantining a 
person who has been exposed to .small- 
pox: 

If be is a transient, and has not a 
certificate of recent successful vaeeina- 
tion. keep him under close ounrantine.

Very stringent regulations have been 
adopted by tho Provincial Board of 
Health to prevent the spread of tuber- 
culosis, and the^ were yesterday ap- 
proved by the Lleutenaht-Governor-iu- 
Oouncil. The regulations are as- fol- 
lows: ' • 

Whereas tuberculosis is now proved 
to be infectious, and is at -tho present 
time existing in many parts of the pro- 
vince, the Provincial Board "of Health 
enacts the following regulations: 

1. "Whenever any physician knows or 
suspects that any person whom he is 
called upon to visit is infected with or 
1ms died of tuberculosis, he shall im- 
mediately notify tho Medical Health 
Qfflcer, and give an account of the con- 
dition of patient and state what pre- 
cautions are being taken .to prevent in- 
fection. 

2. Whenever any householdw knows 
or suspects that any person within his 
family or household has tuberculosis, he 
shall immediately give notice to the 
Medical Health Oilicer. 

3. Whenever any teacher in any school 
has reason to suspect that any pupil is 
suffering from tuberculosis, be shall 
notify the Medical Health Officer im- 
mediately, and may prevent the attend- 
ance of such pupil until medical evi- 
dence is produced that such pupil is not 
suffering from tuberculosis, or any form 
likely to be infectious. 

4. Whenever any superintendent, or 
person in charge of any hospitnl-r-public 
or private — asylum, gaol, orphanage, 
"home,'' convent, or private school, 
knows or suspects that any inmate of 
such hospital, asylum, gaol, orphanage, 
"home," convent, or private school, is 
suffering from tuberculosis in any form, 
he shall immediately notify the .Medical 
Health Officer. 

5. In .municipalities or districts where 
no Medical Health Officer has been ap- 
pointed, notification should be sent to 
tho secretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health.

the exposed person, so that the vaccina- 
tion may get ahead of the smallpox and 
■modify it or prevent it entirely, and for 
the persons boused or associated with 
him, the aim should be- the speediest pos- 
sible "tiikes," so these persons unay be 
fully protected if tho person already ex- 
posed develops smallpox. 

"If, after reasoning with them, sus- 
pects refuse to be vaccinated, apply oil 
absolute quarantine just as ions as may 
bo necessary. 

The Quarantine. — Tho quarantine of 
every smallpox patient should ho prompt 
and absolute. A guard should be placed 
over every infected house day and night, 
and special visits should be made at un- 
expected hours to svu whether the guards 
are doing their duty. 

'Nurses.— When it is known that per- 
sons have been exposed to smallpox, 
officers should promptly arrange for the 
worst. Facilities for quarantine and 
treatment should be considered. Nurses 
and medical attendants should lie ar- 
ranged for, and, if possible, conditionally 
engaged. For nurses, have persons who 
have hud smallpox, or who are thor- 
oughly protected by recent .successful 
vaccination (three or four scars.) 

Hospitals and Camps.— When smnll- 
•amx .breaks out the question will often 
'arise whether tho sick shall be kept and 
cared for in their own houses or re- 
moved to other quarters. When at all 
practicable to do so their removal Should 
be ordered, and the house from which 
they arc taken should bo disinfected 
without delay. 

•When a house is not available as a 
hospital, a temporary camp or shed may 
quickly be built. During the summer 
months a tent, or a number of tents, 
will answer the purpose. 

'Persons who nnve been exposed to 
smallpox and persons who show uncer- 
tain symptoms, should not be confined 
'with smallpox patients. 

'Disinfection. — 'The disinfection of 
fecte'd bouses or rooms should be left 
to experts, or else done under the direct 
supervision of a doctor. 

Formaldehyde is the surest and least 
Objectionable disinfectant. Compared 
with sulphur it is a more efficient 
micidc, it is not poisonous, it docs not 
escape from rooms so rapidly, it do 
not injure articles of furniture, etc., and 
it has greater power of penetration. The 
more tightly the rooms are made to pre- 
vent the escape of the gas, the more 
penetrating will be the power of the 
formaldehyde. (For further informa- 
tion on disinfection, see circular). 

'Brief Points for Non-Medical Mem- 
bers of Local Hoards.— The period of 
incubation of smallpox, namely, time 
from entry of disease into the sj ; stcin to 
the first symptoms, is 12 to 14 days. It 
may be longer or shorter. In from 
about -IS to 00 hours more the erup- 
tion begins to show as small red specks 
and then as pimples or papules, at first 
tn the forehead and wrists, gradually 
extending over the body so that the 
eruption becomes general in about 24 
hours. From the second to the fifth 
.days of disease (counting from the first 
symptoms) the eruption is papular and 
tho characteristic "shntty" sensation is 
obtained by passing the fingers over the 
skin. During tho next 2-1 hours the 
papules become vesicles. Vesicles are 
watery blisters containing clear fluid 
on their summits. The next change is 
that the vesicles become pustules by be- 
coming yellow, they HOW contain pus 
or ''matter.'' The pustules of ton pre- 
sent a slight depression in tho Centre, 
that is, they are "umbiiieated." The 
fSVer having declined whim this erup- 
tion first appeared, now rises again. 
Severe pain in the small of the back is 
somewhat characteristic of smalbmx. 

In modified smallpox, or in mild c.pi- 
'dmnics, the eruption aborts at various 
stages or passes rapidlr to the iiushilnr 
stage and very Mild constitutional 
symptoms are present. 
, "'Smallpox is intensely infectious nt nil 
periods of the disease, but less so at the 
enrlv stages than when the scalbs arc 
'peeling. 

The United States Marino Hospital 
Service have issued the following 
maxims which you would do well to bear 
.in mind: 

' '^Smallpox cannot be suppressed with- 
out tlie expenditure of money." 

"The more promptly you act the less 
it will cost.'' 

"When in doubt :>ct on the safe side. 
And. finally, isolate, vaccinate, dis- 
infect

SUNKEN TREASURE. 

Search for Old French Wrecks in Bed 
ford Basin. 

From Halifax Herald. 

Diver Gilkie, of Halifax, who lias 
been very successful of Into ill his 
calling, made an attempt yesterday to 
locate one of the hulks of the French war 
'-"sselH sent to the bottom of Bedford 
Basin many years ago by British shells, 
Air. Cilkie engaged the services of Air. 
iMorris, who has resided on the eastern 
shore of Bedford Basin for many years, 
and who, it was supposed, could giv 
valua'ble assistance in locating the buried 
Frenchmen. The boat containing tho 
diving apparatus wns taken to Bedford 
Basin replete with all the necessary div 
ing apparatus, and Diver <Jilkie went 
below. Ho walked on tho bottom, but 
did not find nny of the sunken treasures. 
Ho saw no sigua of nny wreck. Ho enmo 
to the surface, nnd ngniu descended in 
another place nnd made diligent search 
for the remains of the Frenchmen and 
the chests of gold snid to have gono to 
the bottom with them, but his efforts 
were unsuccessful., Diver Gilkie got his 
apparatus together' nnd wont to Furness, 
"Withy & company's dock, where he found 
a large sheet of iron or steel on tho hot 
torn, which bad been lost from one of 
tho company's steamers while unloading 
at the wharf. 

Diver Gilkie is not the first one to 
look for the treasures in Bedford Basin. 
Two years ago a diver named O'Brien 
came here from New York. He made 
fieverni attempts, and by descending in 
too deep wnter became demented, nnd 
friends enrac here from New York to 
accompany him homo. Ho also was un- 
successful in so far ris the discovery of 
money was concerned, but bo located 
part of an old French war vessel.

0. iW. D. Clifford, M. P. P., for Cns- 
sinr, was a passenger front Bella Coola 
on the steamer Danube. He brought 
with bint some nipples, which for size 
and quality are anions the best that 
have ibeen brought to Victoria, and the 
magnitude nnd mellowness of tlie.se 
graveusteius from the •.Scandinavian 
colony evidence the fertility of the 
northern valley, where potatoes are 
grown of monster size and of quality 
which give them a better value than 
many grades on the market. Cherries 
are grown there, and, nil told, the agri- 
cultural resources of the country are 
great. There is little market, however, 
and the settlers an? looking forward 
to tho time when shipping' facilities will 
allow of them finding a market for 
their produce. They are commencing 
to get cows, hogs and stock on their 
ranches. The settlers who number 250 
are well satisfied with the work under- 
taken for the improvement of the dis- 
trict by the government. 

A bridge is being constructed across 
tho dtellu Coola river which will give 
the settlers an outlet. Into a rich dis- 
trict with an extensive area- of agri- 
cultural lands. A wagon l'oad is also 
being built from the salt water for a 
distance of 22 miles up through the set- 
tlement. A wharf is to be built on 
the north side of the inlet, which will 
increase the shipping facilities, and a. 
townsite may possibly be established 
where the government has a reserve 
there. Tho new bridge, which is of 
wood, will cost between $4,000 nnd 
STi.OOO. W. Williscroft, who is in charge 
of the bridge work, was a passenger 
down on the steamer Danube to pur- 
chase tho iron work for the bridge, 
hardware, etc.. in Victoria. 

Tho shipping facilities of 'Bella Coola 
should certainly bo hiaproved. fTho 
steamer service now given that sec- 
tion is inadequate, for there are 230 
Scandinavians and -100 Indians there. 
There are three stores, and two schools, 
one about four miles from Bella Coola 
and the other 13 miles away, both of 
which are well attended. 

'There are some promising mines in 
the vicinity of Bella Coola, for one of 
which (M. K. Bogers, who represents 
the Amalgamated Copper company* and 
who is developing the rich copper 
proposition recently acquired on Obser- 
vatory inlet, offered the locator $15,000. 
This mine, -which was discovered by A. 
McDonald, is a copper and gold proposi- 
tion, near Kinisqiiit. It is little more 
tlinii a prospect, as yet, but satisfied 
■with its richness, 'Mr. Rogers, who. by 
the - 'way, lias great faith in the mines 
of the British Columbia coast, offered 
$15,000. Tho offer was not accepted, 
the owner wanting more. 

Another copper nno gold properly 
which, although little more than a 
prospect, is shown to be ncJl, is owned 
by i&lr. Kellog, and was located by bun 
not tar from Bella Coola. At the Ob- 
servatory inlet mines, iwork will 'be 
carried on all winter, for 'Mr. Rogers 
bus now closed the deal for Clint prop- 
erty, which he has purchased for $45,000 
and will keep 12 miners at work there 
all winter. In the spring ho will place 
a number more men at work. 

Another industry to be established on 
that part of the coast is the pulp pro- 
cess which the Cassia r Central railway 
intend to start on Goose bay on Hast- 
ings arm, Observatory inlet, where tiboy 
have water power of 30,000 inches iwith 
a drop of 200 -feet. Cod-fishing indus- 
tries aro also .being established, which 
with the companies now taking halibut 
for the Eastern market will tend to 
further develop tho British Columbia 
fisheries. 

While nt Bella Coola several meetings 
were addressed by Mir. Clifford, who 
was most favorably received, and on 
October 21 a meeting was called by 
President Carlson of tho colony, which 
was addressed by Messrs. Clifford nnd 
Williscroft, tho question of the loca- 
tion of the road being discussed. It was 
left to the settlers to say whether they 
would diavo the road on the north or 
south side of the river and although feel- 
ing ran high in favor of the north side 
no decision was reached. At a meet- 
ing held four days later, Mr. Williscroft 
told of examinations lie bad made in 
regard to tho road and wharf, and it 
was decided that the road would be 
placed on tho north side. A motion wns 
carried that $4,000 of the appropriation 
he spent on the bridge across the Bella 
Coola river, and the balance on the 
Salamut bridge. It was decided nlso 
that subscription work on the road would 
commence on November 4, and before 
tho meeting closed the electors of 'Bella 
Coola expressed confidence in their -rep- 
resentative and the government. A mo- 
tion wns unanimously enrried that "a 
vote of tbnnks be passed to Mr. 'Clifford, 
our able representative, for the aide way 
he lias represented us In the past, nnd 
we hope that we may 'have the honor of 
calling on him to net in tho same capac- 
ity in the near future." After a reply 
by Mr. Clifford, the meeting adjourned 
with the sin"ing of the National An- 
them. Sixty one people signed tho vote 
of thanks.
